Urges Americans to Leave Mexico—Will Assist 


Them to Get Away—No Intervention, No 
Shipment of Arms—No Recognition of Huerta 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 
27.—President 


Wilson appeared in person before con- 
gress today and laid bare to the world 
the details ot this nation's efforts to 
bring about peace in Mexico, the facts 
concerning Huerta's rejection of the 
peace proposals and the policy to be 
pursued nou- by this government. . . 


The president announced the position 


of the United States to be. as follows;. 


Xo armed Intervention. ' 
: 


Strict neutrality "forbidding the ex- 


portation of arms and munitions of 
war of any kind from the United States 


to any part of the republic i of Mexi- 
co." 


Under no circumstances to be the 


partisans of either party to the con- 
test that now distracts Mexico or coi- 
stitutes ourselves the virtual umpires 
of the dispute. 


To urge-all Americans to leave Mexi- 


co at once and to assist them to get 
away. In every u-ay possible. 


To let'everyone in Mexico who-as- 


sumes. to t-xercise authority know that 
.this government shall vigilantly watch 
Che fortunes of those Americans who 


cannot' get away and shall hold those 
responsible for their suffering and loss- 
es to a definite reckoning. 


"That can and -will be made plain be- 


yond the possibility of a misunder- 
standing," declared the president. 


Negotiations for the friendly media- 


tion of tho United States are open to 
resumption at any time i]pon the in- 
itiative cither of this government or 
of Mexico.

WASHINGTON, Aug.. 27.—President
